THE IRISH AT GUILLEMONT 


WONDERFUL TO WATCH. i 

The Times publishes a special account by an 
Irish officer of the Irish regiments’ gallantry at 
Guillemont on September 3. He says:—The 
riflemen of — division fronting Guillemont had 
had a long and trying ordeal, and it was decided 
to bring into their assistance some regiments 
near at hand. The Divisional General, having 
heen requested to detail some of his command 
for the purpose of attecking Guillemont, te.ected 
Irishmen—men of Connaught, Leinster and 
Munster—for the work in hand. Early on the 
morning of the 3rd these troops took up their 
allotted positions in the line fronting Guille- 
mont. The bombardment to which the Irish- 
men were subjected from the very start was in- 
tense—in fact, it seemed impossible for men to 
live under it, much less advance. Our artillery 
had from our right commenced io pat in a most 
tremendous preparation. Gur< close that 
they almost seemed to he side | 
continuously, and, as 1. ..ish waited and 
watched, the men began to wonder whether any- 
thing could possibly live in the German lines. 
At 2 o'clock on the 5rd, Leinsters and Con- 
naughts and Munsters began the advance, and 
other Irish troops followed, and advanced 
right through the village’ of Guillemont, 
and took up a position a considerable distance 
in advance of it. All these édvanced with pre- 
cision to the moment, and the men sprang over 
the top of the trenches with eagerness. In face 
of heavy shell fire the Irishmen sdvanced. It 
was wonderful to watch them, and more won- 
derful when one remembers that they, like the 
rest of the Army here, were but ntwly-enlisted 
soldiers. In spite of shell and rifle fire they ad- 
vanced, and kept steadily on. Nothing could 
stay their progress onwards. The Germans in 
large numbers fied, and in large aumbers sur- 
rendered, and white handkerchiefs were waved 
in token of surrender. North Guillemont was 
swept through by the Irish, and a position a 
good way in front of the village was taken up. 
Later on in the night three heavy counter- 
attacks were delivered by the enemy, but were 
repulsed with losses, and the village of Guille- 
mont remained in our hands. On -their right 
the riflemen had advanced and gallantly held 
their ground. The number of prisoners cap- 
tured cannot be accurately ascertained as yet. 
The number runs to many hundreds; with 
officers. 
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TIGHTENING THE GRIP. 


We cannot expect every day, says The Times, 
to hear such pews a reached us yesterday and 
the day before. Even the most unwearying of 
troops need time after an advance to consolidate 
their gains, and to make the thorough prepara- 
tions for a fresh move which the nature of 
modern warfare imperiously demands. All the 
news to hand from the European fronts is, how- 
ever, good news. Sir Douglas Haig is able to 
report further progress to the north of Ginchy, 
and every advance in this direction increases the 
danger of the strong German position ab 
Combles. Combles and Mont St. Quentin are 
the only two strong places still held by the 
Germans in their old lines north of the Somme. 
The former is known to be protected by every 
device of military art, while Mont St. Quentin 
is covered on thepe sides by the courses of the 
Tortilie, a tributary of the Somme, by the 
Somme itself, and by, the Cologne. Both, how- 
ever, are in great danger of seeing their com- 
gounications with tho rear entirely cut off. 


GERMANY’S “SECOND 
BEGINNING.” 

Herr Friedrich Neumann, the. author of

HOW CAPTAIN SINTON WON 
THE V.C. 


The recent issue of the Ciril and Miltary

J. A. Sinton, Indian Medical Service, a graduate 
of Queen's University, of Belfast, won the 
Victoria Cross:— ;

One who was present 
at the action thus describes the service for which 
Captain Sinton has received the coveted reward for

WAR WORK IN CASHEL DISTRICT.

Since the beginning of the war a great deal 
of work has been done in the district of Cashel 
for the Navy, separate regiments, and mine- 
sweepers. In September, 1915, the Cashel Red 
Cross Branch was started by the Marchioness 
of Waterford, and includes the districts of 
Ardmavie, Cashel, Clonoulty, Dundrum, Golden. 
Over £960 has been raised by the Red 
Cross Branch since last September by dona- 
tions, collections, moéuthly subscriptions, gift 
sale. (The Cashe) Gift Sale was the pioneer. of 
all gift sales in County Tipperary, and now 
about £7,000 has been collected by gift sales 
in this county for war charities.) Also,. four 
churches had collectioas—vis., Clonoulty, Cashel 
Cathedra], Ardmayle, and Ballyshechan. The 
church collections (£8 10s.) were sent 1o Head- 
quarters, Red Cross, and £600 were seat to the 
Irish Farmers’ Gift Sale Red Cross Fund.

BULGARIANS ENTER

British Salonika forces have been en:

The War Office issued the following yes- 
terday afternoon :— | 

The General Officer Commanding the 
British Forces at Salonika reports that 
there has been considerable artillery acti- 
vity on "both our Struma and Doiran 
fronts. Our patrols have been active on 
the east bank of the Struma. 

In a telegram dated September 14th the 
General Officer Gommanding the British 
Forces at Salonika reports :— 

Early this morning our. troops moved 
forward, after artillery preparation, 
through Mucukovo, and 4n face of stubborn 
opposition captured a salient in the enemy 
lines. To the north of the village con- 
siderable ground was gained, and, 
although the enemy counter-attacked, our 
gains were fully maintained. We capturéd 
some German prisoners and machine guns. 

Yesterday's French communiqué :— 

From the Struma to the Vardar there 
was intermittent cannonading, without any 
infantry action, except some patrol en- 
gagements at different points of the front. 

West of the Vardar the Serbian troops 
continued their advance, and captured at 
the point of the bayonet some Bulgarian 
trenches between Kovil and Vetrinik, and 
made appreciable progress in the direction 
of Kajmackalan. 4 

North-west of Lake Ostrova, after a 
violent fight in which heavy losses were 
inflicted on the enemy, the Serbians cap- 
tured a height west of Hill 1,500. 

Their advanced guards have reached the 
first siopes of the Malkamidije. 

Fighting continues to our advantage in 
the region to the south of Lake Ostrova. 


ENEMY REPORTS. 

GERMAN REPORT.—There was increased 
fighting activity on both sides of Lake Ostrovo 
and on the Moglena front and east of the Var- 
dar. North of Ceganska, Planina, and in the 
Kururuz and Kovil region repeated strong 
enemy attacks were repulsed. Kavalla has been 
occupied by Bulgarian troops. 

BULGARIAN REPORT.—Yesterday (Tues- 
day) there was strong reciprocal artillery and 
infantry fire near Lake Ostrovo. In the Mog- 
lena region there were increased artillery and 
infantry fire and mining operations. At some 
points the enemy attempted to advance, but 
were repulsed by our fire. In the Vardar 
valley and near Lake Doiran there was active 
artillery fighting. Near Lake Butkovo two 
Italian battalions, a squadron of cavalry, and 
one battery advanced from the village of But- 
kovo against Djuma. Our detachment there at- 
tacked them energetically and put them to 
fight. The enemy, pursued by our troops, re- 
tired in the direction of the village of Butkovo. 
We captured an officer, an acting officer, and 
$7 men. This is our second encounter with the 
Italians: 

In the Struma valley there was light artillery 
fire. On the Aegean coast the enemy flect 
cruised as usual.

SHARP FIGHTING IN THE 
EUPHRATES REGIO®. 


The War Office announces :— 

Tigris Line.—On the morning of September 
11 thet enemy's aerodrome was raided by our 
airmen, who destroyed a small camp. 

Euphrates Line.—On Se tember 9 a recon- 
noitring party was attacked north-east of 
Nasiriyeh by Turkish irregulars. Two days later 
a mixed force from Nasiriyeh got in touch witn 
this party and drove them northwards, and the 
operations were i successful. Over 300 of 
the enemy were killed and large guantities of 
ammunition were captured and destroyed. 


EXCHANGE OF PRISONERS. 


Mr. Edmund Candler, representative of the 
British Press with the Expeditionary Force in 
Mesopotamia .at the front, telegraphs from 
Basrah, September 8th :— 

There has been a further exchange of sick 
and wounded prisoners betwen us and the Turks. 
Eleven officers, eleven of the medical establish- 
ment, and 305 soldiers passed through Basrah 
to-day in a hospital ship, en route for Igdia. 
The general feeling seems to be that the Turkish 
medical arrangements are as good as could be 
expected in the existing conditions. Apparently 
there were no epidemics, and all the prisoners 
were inoculated against cholera. The prisoners 
report that there was no limit to the length or 
the frequency of their letters, but it was very 
doubtful if they reached home. Turkish officers 
Were rarely met with who could speak English. 
Some spoke indifferently of the correspondence, 
the only restriction being that the letters should 
be written in English and delivered in open 
envelopes. For rations the prisoners reoeived 
fresh mutton, rabob, or stew daily, rice and 
brown bread, and some vegetables. White 
bread and cakes could be bought in Baghdad 
and fruit in season. No butter or jam or tinned 
milk was provided, and soap and toothbrushes 
were unprocurable. The usual drink was water, 
but there was occasionally lemonade. ere 
was no coffee, but sugar and tea could be 
bought. It is rumoured in Baghdad that the 
British from Baghdad are now at Aleppo.

On the evening of the 13th, after violent artil- 
lery fire, the-enemy attacked our positions on 
the Slateni (Upper Isonzo), and between Volzani 
and Cempoui (south-west of Tolmino), but was 
repulsed with loss. 

Sinemy aircraft dropped bombs on Auronzo, 
without doing any harm. Hydroplanes, directed 
against Ravenna, were driven off by our bat- 
teries and aeroplanes. 

Last night an enemy air squadron bombarded 
San Giorgio di Nogoro, Villa Vicentina, and 
other places in the Lower Isonzo district. One 
man was killed, and some fires were caused. 

Yesterday afternoon, in unfavourable atmos- 
pheric conditions, a squadron of twenty-two of 
our Caproni battleplanes, escorted by Nieuport 
chasers, made a raid on Lioyd’s Arsenal and 
the hydroplanes’ hangars at Trieste. 172 bombs, 
equivalent to five tons of high explosive, were 
dropped on the railway establishment and the 
ships in construction. Large fires were ob- 
served. The aeroplanes were attacked by the 
enemy's anti-aircraft artillery and by bydro- 
planes, but all returned to their sheds.

August 2lst.—One of our patrols attacked ten 
hostile machines' carrying bombs. As a result, 
the enemy machines released their bombs, some 
of which fell in the German lines, and made off 
east. 

August 22nd.—Some successful artillery co- 
operation was carried out. One brigade re- 
gistered the heavy artillery on three hostile 
batteries, obtaining a direct hit on one gunpit 
and on three trench targets. Another brigade 
obtained seventeen direct Kits and caused four 
explosions. 

ne airman obtained seven direct hits on one 
battery, destroying an emplacement and caus- 
ge explosion. 

Seven hostile machines which attempted to 
cross our lines were prevented from doing so 
by one of,our aeroplanes. 

An offensive patrol encountered a formation 
of about fifteen German machines, chiefly 
Rolands and L.V.G.’s. These were engaged by 
our F.E.'s, assisted by one Nieuport Scout. The 
engagement bécame of a general nature, all 
our machines being engaged. One enemy 
machine was seen to side-slip and plunge to 
earth out of control, and was subsequently seen 
on the ground in a wrecked condition. Three 
others were driven down by the combined at- 
tacks of our machines, and appeared to be com- 
pete out of control, although lost to view, 
nefore hitting the ground. One of these (a 
Roland Scout) was seen to be emitting clouds 
of smoke, as though on. fire. ree other 
machines were seen to land under control, and 
the whole hostile formation was completely 
broken up. 

PILOT’S ACCOUNT OF A FIGHT. 

The following is an account of a fight given 
by one of our pilots :— 

“While on defensive patrol we saw one of 
our F.E. 2 b’s doing photography. We followed 
this machine, going east of it, when we ob- 
served five enemy aircraft, evidently oe 
to attack the photographic machine. We fire 
at them, opening fire at 500 yards. The enemy 
immediately split up their formation, diving 
and making off in all directions. We closed 
with one machine, firing two drums into it, 
and actually set it on fire, but after a few 
seconds the flames went out. We then engaged 
another machine, firing one drum at it, but 
could not get close to it. All five hostile 
machines made for the ground.” 

The escort to bombing machines of one of our 
brigades encountered about twenty hostile 
machines, flying in three formations, which 
were engaged separately. A Nieuport aeroplane 
first engaged the rear machine of a formation 
of seven Rolands, mto which it fired lá drums: 
at a range of about 15 yards.. The enemy aero- 
plane was seen to dive to earth and turn over 
on its side. Our airman then turned his atten- 
tion to five more Rolands, discharging two 
drums into one from underneath. The enemy 
machine turned and dived very st*eply, out of 
control, with fire and smoke coming out of the 
fuselage. The German formation was broken 
up, but our pilot got level with another ma- 
chine, and discharged the remainder of his am- 
munition into it. The enemy machine fell out 
of control, and crashed on to some houses in 
the village below. During this time our F.E.’s 
were busy fighting hard, and managed to dis- 
pee what remained of the enemy formations. 

umerous enemy machines were seen to desund 
and land in al! directions. 

The pilot above referred to returned to one 
of our aerodromes for more ammunition, and 
went back to the scene of the encounter, where 
he engaged and dispersed such enemy machines 
as had remained in the vicinity. 


FOUR MACHINES ATTACKED BY ONE. 

August 28th.—The pilot of the Nieuport Scout 
sbove referred to attacked four hostile 
machines. He mancuvred underneath the 
nearest, and fired one drum into it. The Ger- 
man immediately went down in an uncontrolled 
dive, closely followed by our airman, who fired 
another drum into it at about 20 yards range, 
and saw the hostile machine crash to earth. 
Before this he had engaged three enemy 
machines, two of which were seen to make 
forced landings. 

August 3lst.—One of our F.E. machines had 
several indecisive erigagements with hostile air- 
craft during artillery patrol. Finally, it was 
attacked by a Fokker aba, which on four 
occasions áived at it, firing through the pro- 
peller. On the fourth occasion the engine of 
the hostile eeroplane was apparently hit. 
Clouds of black smoke came from the machiné, 
which dived deeply, and was not seen to re- 
cover itself, although it made several attempts 
to do so. 

The morning bombing raid by one of our 
brigades encountered a large formation of ten 
or more German machines over enemy territory. 
The whole of our escort became engaged,and 
four of our B.E. machines were enabled to fire 
as Opportunity offered. But the escort com- 
pletely prevented the enemy from molesting the
